SECOND SESSION. 



The second session was called to order at 2.30 Tuesday after- 
noon by President Shannon. 

Minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

Vice President Ammons being called to the Chair, President 
Shannon delivered his annual address as follows : 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Fellow-Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

I am glad that this, the twenty-first annual meeting of this Association, 
is to be held at Lookout Inn. I am gratified with the large attendance, 
and, ladies, for your presence, there is within my heart and inexpressible 
feeling of appreciation. If you only knew to what extent your presence 
here is appreciated by the members of this Association, no married man 
would ever attend without his wife, and the unfortunate bachelor would 
be forced to bring his mother, sister or sweetheart, or marry. 

I believe I express the feelings of those in attendance here, two yenrs 
ago, that it is a grand privilege to visit Lookout Mountain again, under the 
patronizing shade of which lies the beautiful city of health and wealth. 
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whose citizenship is composed of the fairest and noblest of our sunny 
Southland. Just beyond on Missionary Ridge, is the scene of one of the 
bloodiest conflicts of the civil war. There stands many a towering monu- 
ment to mark the resting-place of noble sons from both sides of the Mason 
and Dixon line. 

The members from West Tennessee especially appreciate the inspiring 
mountain air and dew, and no doubt there is the sani? appreciation by 
the members from under the western drip of the mountain^;, although ihcy 
may prefer rain to "dew" in quantity. We will ever remember kindly the 
management of Lxjokout Inn for the unmeasured hospitality shown us, 
and the cordial welcome given us. 

I am thankful for the hearty welcome extended to us on ])ehalf of the 
city of Chattanooga by its honorable mayor, Mr. Frierson. 

I ask you to believe that it is accepted with grateful hearts and due 
appreciation. 

While it is an honor prized beyond expression, to be president < f this 
Association, as the time of meeting drew nearer and nearer. 1 felt more 
sensitively the mistake you had made in placing upon your humble serv- 
ant the responsibiHties of this official position. Yet no one has more deeply 
at heart the interests and success of this Association. And I shall try to 
preside over the deliberations of this meeting in such a manner as to 
yield to my successor the emblem of authority as untarnished as it came 
to me. 

We have met here to spend a few days pleasantly, to try to improve our 
conditions as pharmacists, and to spread the influence of that small band 
of druggists, who met in the city of Nashville twenty-one years ago, 
and organized the Tennessee Druggists' Association. This influence, I 
trust, may continue to spread until every druggist in the grand old Vol- 
unteer State shall become a member and an enthusiastic worker in this 
Association. 

The success of the past meetings and the enthusiasm of those who were 
in attendance is most gratifying and betokens a prosperous future. 

To those who are not members, we beg you to materialize the kind feel- 
ing you have toward this Association, into ready helping hands. Be not 
contented with simply wishing us well in this work, but come and take 
a part with us and be a shareholder, for our labors will surely be rewarded 
by the success we seek. 

We want every druggist in Tennessee to become a member of this As- 
sociation, and want him to feel that his influence is needed, whether he 
be located in city or town, in a village or in a hamlet. Our interests are 
one and the same. 

It is with entire confidence that we urge you to join us. The National 
and the State associations have all proven themselves a success. 

To those who may doubt this, I would reply, "by their fruits ye shall 
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know them." Apply the test and as you consider the good you know 
to have been accomplished by this association, we believe you will con- 
clude that our labors are being daily rewarded. 

There is yet a great work to be done and to accomplish the aim for 
which this association was organized, we need the co-operation of every 
druggist in Tennessee. Our interests as druggists and the welfare of 
the people at large demand it. Then why should any druggist hesitate 
to become a member and co-worker in the Tennessee Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation?

Pardon me for a personal allusion. I have for sixteen years earned 
my bread by rolling pills and licking labels, and there ever burns within 
my breast a spark of good will and brotherly love for every knight of 
the pestle. 

I hope each one of you will show your appreciation of the generosity of 
those who have so liberally donated prizes and money to carry out the 
program as arra^^nged by the Entertainment Committee. Consult the list 
of advertisers in our proceedings and remembier to patronize those who 
patronize you. This is a business maxim. Though old, it comes down 
to us freighted with wisdom worthy of our consideration. They are 
deserving of our patronage in return. 

The wholesale and retail druggists, the manufacturers, and the druggist 
associations all over the land have been responding liberally to the call 
for help for our brother druggists in the stricken city of San Francisco. 
Many of these druggists are in destitute circumstances, having lost not only 
their drug stores, but their homes and their household goods. I feel 
it our duty as an association to make a contribution to this fund, even 
though it be made at a sacrifice of some of the pleasures probably antici- 
pated at this meeting. 

There is also a committee appointed by the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, whose object is to raise funds for the erection of a monument 
2 
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at our national capital in memory of the Father of American Pharmacy, 
William Proctor, Jr., who has ' and ever will be regarded as the ideal 
representative of American Pharmacy, in the highest sense of the public 
service. And we, as pharmacists, owe to this memory a debt of gratitude. 
I am in sympathy with this movement, and would suggest that this asso- 
ciation make a contribution to this fund or appoint a committee to solicit 
individual subscription. 

The American Pharmaceutical Association, the first to be organized 
in the United States in direct interest of pharmacy, has been in existence 
fifty-three years, having been organized in 1852, in the city of Philadelphia, 
and incorporated in the year 1888, in Washington City. 

The fifty-fourth annual meeting of this association will convene in* 
Indianapolis, September 3, and I hope this Association may be well repre- 
sented there. The A. P. A. deserves the hearty support, not only of the 
Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, but every druggist individually 
should become a member. Great good has been accomplished as a result 
of the continued urging by the A. P. A. of a higher standard of qualifica- 
tion in the ranks of pharmacy. The A. P. A. has a committee of weights 
and measures, which as stated by its chairman, Mr. C H. Lawall, has for 
its evident purpose the popularization of the metric system of weights 
and measures. That this popularization must come about gradually and 
not with too much suddenness, is evident to any person who had given 
the subject any study. 

There has been a bill before Congress known as House Bill No. 8988, 
which has for its object, "That from and after July, 1908, all the depart- 
ments of the government of the United States, in the transaction of busi- 
ness requiring the use of weights and measurements, shall use the weights 
and measures of the metric system." 

As you see, the purpose of the bill is to compel the use of the metric 
system in official work. And the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association 
is requested by the above committee to use its influence toWard the passage 
of this bill when an opportunity is afforded. 

The National Association of Retail Druggists, the guard of the interests 
of the retail druggists of the nation, has eyer been watchful of the interests 
of the Tennessee druggists in common with that of the drug trade of 
all the States. And our association and each druggist in this State should 
in return give their hearty co-operation to the National Association in 
defending our rights against encroachment and assisting in the passage of 
laws to the best interest of the druggist and the public in general. Before 
the organization of the National Association of Retail Druggists, the in- 
fluence of the retailer was unknown with respect to the conditions that 
controlled the drug trade of the nation. The thought that he should have 
a voice in the matter was foreign to the minds of every one. But to-day 
he is consulted in matters pertaining to his business for their influence 
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has been united in one common plea for justice and it is gradually being 
obtained. 

Since our last meeting many local associations have, been organized by 
the National Association of Retail Druggists' representative, Mr. Whipple, 
whom we are pleased to have with us on this occasi9n, and to whom we 
are very grateful for his effectual work in the organization of these local 
associations by which our State Association will be greatly strengthened. 

There exists to-day, a spirit of harmony and a mutual respect between 
the manufacturer, the wholesale, and the retail druggist, which has been 
brought about by the efforts of the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists. The National Association's motto is: "Live, and let live." Its 
constant effort, which is the combined strength of all State and local 
associations, is to equalize the opportunities to do business. And this is 
the meaning of the direct contract plan by which many million dollars 
have been saved to the retail druggist of the United States within the last 
four or five years. 

Since our last meeting that honorable body, the State Legislature, com- 
posed usually of members blind as a bat, failed to enact any legislation 
that might tend to improve the conditions of pharmacy in this State, 
but on the contrary, have seemed every ready to use the hatchet on the 
favorable pharmacy acts already on the statutes. The Legislature has not 
been in session, for which we should be proud. I am sure the members 
of the legislative committee are. 

But before our next annual meeting, the State Legislature will convene 
and our pharmacy law might be improved by some amendments. 

First — I would recommend, that Section 11 of the pharmacy act of 
1897 relating to permits be amended so as to discontinue the granting 
of permits by the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy. 

It seems to me that some legislation should be made, requiring an 
investigation by a coroner's jury in cases where death is caused from 
the poisonous effects of drugs supplied by the attending physician, the same 
as in cases where death is produced from the effect of drugs secured from 
any other source. 

The enemies of the retail drug trade were never more active, and I 
especially urge the local associations and the retail druggists individually 
to give our legislative committee your hearty co-operation, during the 
coming session of the Legislature, for we may expect many bills to be 
introduced that would prove hurtful to our business if allowed to be en- 
acted into laws.' 

Before closing I wish to extend to our worthy Secretary my thanks 
and hearty approval of his faithful performance of duty during the past 
year. To his efforts the success of this meeting is largely due. 

We appreciate the presence of the representatives of the press. Well 
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did Byron say of you, "You are the engine of our liberty, the terror of 
tyrants and the schoolmaster of the whole world." 

To the ladies of the auxiliary, I wish to say that I am proud of your 
organization. I appreciate the honor of being the first presiding officer 
since the birth of fhe ladies' auxiliary. I appreciate your organization 
from the fact that I feel our meetings will always be graced by your pres- 
ence. It is written that "God created man, and placed him in the Garden 
of Eden," everything that nature could give to entertain and make him 
happy surrounding him. The brilliant sunshine, the glittering stars in 
the firmament, the rich fields, the beautiful trees and plants, the swelling 
buds and fragrant blossoms, the rippling brooks, the sweet music of the 
birds, his cheeks kissed by the morning breeze, laden with the sweet odor 
of wild flowers: no labors no cares. Yet, with all these delightful sur- 
roundings, he was not content: he was sad and lonely. Then the all-wise 
Creator took pity and sent him woman to entertain him, and she has ever 
been faithful in the performance of this duty. The years have come and 
gone and man has never since been lonesome when woman was in 
speaking distance. 

No organization, no undertaking, has ever been successful without 
woman's influence. Do you remember in the days of our own Tennessee 
Pharmaceutical Association, before the women began taking an interest 
in our meetings, how difficult it was to arouse any enthusiasm among 
the members and the druggists of the State? Her gentle influence is 
felt in all the mighty works for the good of man and the glory of God. 

"Then honor to women, to them it is given, 
To garden the earth with the roses of heaven." 

The President's address was referred to a committee of Mes- 
srs. Vickers, Davis and Bomar. 

The Secretary read the following letter from Secretary Wooten 
of the N. A. R. D. : 

79. Dearborn St., Chicago, July 7, 1906. 

Mr. T. J. Shannon, President Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, 
Sharon, Tenn. 

Dear Sir: The Executive Committee of the National Association in- 
structs me to extend the cordial fraternal greetings of its members to 
your Association and to express the hope that your meeting this year 
may be in every way a success. 

Since your last meeting the National Association has added to its rec- 
ord ^another year of faithful service in behalf of advancing the commercial 
and social welfare of the retail druggists of this great nation, of which 
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we are all proud to be fellow citizens. The N. A. R. D. has been watchful 
of your interests in common with those of the drug trade generally and 
the Association has received substantial co-operation from Tennessee 
druggists in carrying forward those reforms which enable members of our 
calling to conscientiously perform their duties to the public and to secure 
in return for their services fairer compensation than they have heretofore 
received. The members of our Executive Committee are themselves 
active and enthusiastic members of their respective State associations. 
As such, they fully understand the important service the State asso- 
ciations render to the national body in its endeavors to bring about the 
reforms which the best interests of our people demand. The committee 
congratulates you upon your successful work in the past in behalf of 
pharmacy and wishes for the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association many 
years of ever-increasingly useful life. 

It is almost useless to direct attention now to the dominance of the as- 
sociation spirit among our own as well as among other American crafts- 
men. It has come to be generally conceded that the association man is 
more secure in his professional and business position than the man who 
stands alone. It is equally certain that, when organized interests encoun- 
ter in legislative and trade contests interests that are unorganized, the lat- 
ter are pitiably weak in any attempt they may make to defend their rights 
against encroachment, or to establish more satisfactory conditions through 
the passage of needed laws for the curtailment of abuses. These truths 
being self-evident, progressive men in every department of commercial 
and professional life are now organizing and working together effectively 
to advance their common welfare. 

The National Association represents, as you know, the combined 
strength of all the State and local associations which make up its member- 
ship. These subordinate associations are necessary and vital, just as in 
our government, the several States are necessary and vital. No State as- 
sociation or local association of druggists is sufficient unto itself any more 
than is one of the States of the Union sufficient unto itself. In both 
instances federal union alone guarantees stability and safety. The prac- 
tical value of taking this view of our inter-relationship is apparent at 
a glance. The very fact that the State and local associations had utterly 
failed to procure for the druggists of our country their rights and firmly 
establish them in the enjoyment of these rights made the organization 
of the N. A. R. D. in 1898 imperative, in the same manner as the federation 
of the colonies and later the union of the States was made necessary 
a century ago. In both cases the foes to be combated were more powerful 
than isolated and poorly organized or unorganized communities were 
able to cope with; combined effort was their only hope. 

The N. A. R. D. was a spontaneous growth. It came into being ia 
response to a great need at a crisis in drug trade history. All of its 
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activities have been useful ; they have all been the outcome of (in most 
cases urgent) necessity. Whenever there comes a time in which the N. 
A. R. D. is not needed, it will disappear as spontaneously as it came into 
being. All will agree that, while much has been accomplished, we are still 
in no position to allow the splendid organization we have built up and 
with which we are working out our commercial salvation, to disintegrate 
or to become weakened through lack of active, sincere, moral and financial 
support by all those whose needs, whose ambitions, and whose hopes are 
identical with our own. We have, only now, learned how to use our com- 
bined power effectively; to falter at this juncture is to lose what we have 
gained through strenuous years of preparation. 

During the past year the benefits of the direct contract serial numbering 
plan in securing to druggists remunerative profits on proprietaries have 
been extended, until now the protection this plan affords covers the well- 
known lines manufactured by the following firms: The Dr. Miles Medical 
Co., Peruna Drug Mfg. Co., Wells & Richardson Co., Piso Co., Paris Medi- 
cine Co., The Eye-Fix Remedy Co., Murine Eye Remedy Co., E. C. DeWitt 
& Co., Pineule Medicine Co., C. F. Booth Co., Freeman Perfume Co., 
Phenyo-Caffein Co., Life Plant Co., and the Eczemaline Co., besides a 
number of other firms whose products do not have as yet a national sale. 
The increased profits on these and other serially numbered goods have 
alone made a substantial difference in the incomes of nearly all druggists, 
whether located in cities or towns, in villages or in hamlets, throughout 
the country, by eliminating cut-rate department store and mail order com- 
petition. The solution of the cut-rate problem through causing the ag- 
gressive cutter to relinquish the hold he has heretofore had upon the pub- 
lic by means of advertised proprietaries has been found; we have only 
to press forward now to complete emancipation from this evil which 
has so long beset us. It is only a question of time, in our opinion, when 
all proprietary medicines will be marketed under the D. C. S. N. plan. 

While selling prices have been the subject of much consideration by the 
N. A. R. D., the prices which retailers pay for proprietaries have also 
been given serious attention. Constant efforts are being made to induce 
all proprietors, especially the larger ones, to reduce their wholesale prices 
to two, four and eight dollars per dozen or .less. As the result of those 
endeavors, notable accessions have been made during the past year 
to the ranks of those proprietors who are willing to give retail druggists 
the percentage of gain they must have in order to sell their goods profi- 
tably. Agitation of this important subject will be continued, and we urge 
upon your members that they, individually and collectively, give our 
two, four and eight dollar campaign their hearty approval and support. 

Since the National Association's work in making proprietary medicines 
profitable sellers has become so well advanced, efforts have been put forth 
looking to the broadening of the activities of the Association. At the 
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Boston Convention a resolution was adopted endorsing the action of the 
American Medical Association in creating a Council on Pharmacy and 
Chemistry, whose purpose it is to cleanse pharmacy, as far as possible, 
of quackery by excluding from its practice all pharmaceutical prepar- 
ations whose medicinal constituents are, wholly or in part, unknown ; or 
when examined are found to be simple medicinal articles marketed under 
fanciful names at extortionate prices. It is the purpose of the National 
Association to secure in every practical way prescription department 
reforms that will purify pharmacy and at the same time place the filling 
of prescriptions on its old-time remunerative basis. To this end, all our 
affiiliated associations are urged to cultivate friendly relations with State 
and local medical societies and to assist the National Association in its 
work of popularizing U. S. P. and N. F. preparations, to the end that 
the two professions may work together to advance their common interests. 

During the past year, a number of well-meaning but impractical re- 
formers have created a sentiment in favor of legislation that would have 
\ tendency (unless the measures put forward are very carefully drafted 
under the direction of practical druggists) to needlessly interfere with the 
drug business without protecting the public to any appreciable degree 
against the hurtful use of deleterious and habit-producing drugs. In 
many States restrictive measures of this character were introduced, and 
the National Association through its affiiliated associations has been 
able to point out to legislators the unnecessarily burdensome features sought 
to be imposed, and by means of well-considered suggestions the bills have 
either been defeated or so modified that legitimate retail drug interests 
have been adequately protected. In a dozen or mori^ States, bills of this 
sort were killed during the past winter. Throughout the life of the N. A. 
R. D. the attacks made upon the interests of retail druggists in State Legis- 
latures have been, almost without exception, successfully resisted. Your 
attention is called to this proud record which your association has helped 
us to make, that you may more fully appreciate the value of concentrating 
the influence of our craft, that this influence may be used whenever and 
wherever protection or advancement of our welfare is required. 

In the field of national legislation, harmful proposals have been defeated. 
In the shaping of pure food and drug bills, alcohol tax legislation, patent 
law revision and other legislative projects, the wishes of the retail drug 
trade have always received thoughtful consideration by Congress, through 
the pressure the N. A. R. D. has been able to exert. The Mann Patent 
Bill which passed the last House has been reintroduced, and we hoped 
to have it enacted into laV at this session just closed. The National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists working in conjunction with national bodies 
in other lines has secured the defeat of the Parcels Post Bill in this and 
previous Congresses. The passage of this measure would have wrought 
untold injury to the drug business and other lines of retail merchandising. 
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Knowing, as they do, the many ways in which the N. A. R. D. has safe- 
guarded their interests, we are confident your members consider them- 
selves amply rewarded for the financial support your association has 
given us year after year. In the prosecution of our work we need the 
dues of your organization, but in view of what we have been able to 
accomplish because of your moral support, we count your loyalty and your 
co-operation of even greater importance. Because of the substantial 
backing of your association and that of the other State associations (they 
are all with us except two or three) and the enthusiastic support of eleven 
hundred local druggists' associations in forty-eight States, we have a 
right to be considered a National Association — an organization worthy 
the respect and confidence of the retail druggists of the whole country. 
In the N. A. R. D. you have an advocate that can assert your claims to 
just treatment by manufacturers and jobbers, by Congress and State legis- 
lators, with confidence that these claims will receive the consideration 
they ought to have. 

We feel certain your association will continue its active co-operation 
with us in carrying out our life purpose — to ride our calling to the honor- 
able place it should occupy as a business and as a profession. May your 
1906 meeting be a record-breaker in attendance, in enthusiasm and in 
the amount of important work accomplished, and may it be a forerunner 
of a year of unequalled prosperity for our fellow druggists of your grand 
commonwealth.

Gentlemen : Your Committee on Publicity beg to submit the following 
report : 

On May 14th we mailed to the various wholesale druggists of the State 
a letter stating that we were sending them under separate cover a supply 
of mailing slips advertising the annual meeting of our association; and 
in accordance with the letter we mailed to the different jobbers and also 
to the Secretary of the State Board of Pharmacy, a total of 22,500 slips 
in three sections, viz. : May 14, June i, and July 2, 1906. Besides this 
the Secretary of the association sent out on June 15, a goodly number of 
slips especially advertising the Boat Excursion so kindly tendered by 
the Chattanooga Medicine Co. 

We feel that the thanks of the association are due the Hessig Ellis Co., 
The Van-Vleet Mansfield Co., The Lillybeck Drug Co., Fritts & Wheill

The third session was called to order at 9.30 p.m. 
Minutes of afternoon session were read and approved. 
The Committee on Secretary's and Treasurer's reports made 
the following report : 
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Mr President: 

Your committee begs 4o submit the following on the annual reports 
of the Secretary and Treasurer: 

We have examined the books, and the report of the Secretary. We find 
the books account correct in every particular, and the report, with the addi- 
tion of one item of $io.'oo for five new members received, to be correct 
as read. We are satisfied he has served the association faithfully and wish 
to commend him for his splendid services. 

The Treasurer's report we find to be correct as read, and the balance 
he has in his hands of $i6o.oi, with $14.00 balance collected by the Sec- 
retary since his report was made, makes a total of $174.01 cash balance 
belonging to the association at the end of the year.

The Committee on Trade Interests reported as follows: 

Mr. President and Members of the Association: 

Your Committee on Trade Interests respectfully submits as follows : 
Since our last meeting there have possibly been more happenings of-interest 
to the trade than during any past year. Quite a number of commodities 
have changed in price, and the change has most invariably been an in- 
crease. Notable among the changes has been camphor gum, increased 
almost double, said to be because of the large amount used in Japan 
in the manufacture of smokeless powder. Turpentine, linseed oil and white 
lead have continued high, partly because of the supply and partly because 
of the manipulation of the controllers of prices. Glass has advanced, 
and because of the demand in California a further advance is likely. 
An advance has been noticed in stationery and blank books, and in rubber 
and leather goods. Owing to one or two firms getting control of chalk 
crayon, the price has advanced from $3.50 to $6.75 per case. Through the 
efforts of the N. A. R. D. the prices of some patent medicines have been 
reduced, and the interests of the trade are much better protected by the 
increased number of preparations that are marketed under the serial 
numbering plan. 

An event of interest and deep concern to the trade is the' action of 
the U. S. Government against the N. A. R. D. and others in an effort 
to prove the association an unlawful "Drug Trust," but the possibilities 
are that the attack will prove beneficial to the association. During the 
past thirty days your committee has written at least twenty-five letters 
to the retailers and wholesalers of the different sections of the State, in 
an effort to gain some idea of the general conditions of the trade through-

out the State, and the replies that have been received almost unanimously 
report a condition of prosperity and bright future. One wholesaler reports 
an increase of twenty per cent in business over last year. Of course this 
means a better business for the retailer.

FOURTH SESSION. 



The Association was called to order Wednesday morning at 
10.00 a.m. by President Shannon. 

Minutes of night session were read and approved. 

The Committee on President's Address reported as folloVvs: 

We, your committee to whom the President's Address was referred, 
report as follows : 

First. That the thanks of the association are due President Shannon for 
his very able address, it being one of the most able and comprehensive 
of the kind ever submitted to this association, and shows on its face 
the evidence of an intense interest in the welfare of the association, which 
we would like to see followed by every member of the profession. 

Second. With reference to the fund founded for the aid of the unfor- 
tunate druggists of the San Francisco disaster, we recommend a contri- 
bution by the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association of the sum of $25.00, 
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and also recommend a donation of $10.00 to the Proctor Memorial Fund 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association. [Carried.] 

We recommend the continued affiliation of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical 
Association with the National Association of Retail Druggists, and also 
recommend that an order be drawn on the Treasurer for 1906 dues. 
[Carried.] 

We desire to impress upon the pharmacists of Tennessee the absolute 
necessity of giving not only financial, but also their moral support to 
the principles advocated by the National Association of Retail Drugrgrists. 
While we are in hearty accord with the recommendation as to permits, 
we believe it best to leave this matter to the wisdom of the new Leg^isla- 
tive Committee. 

The reference of the President to the Ladies* Auxiliary meets with 
our hearty indorsment and every member of this association should tender 
the ladies every possible encouragement in their very laudable endeavor? 
to brighten our annual meetings. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Whereas, The work of the National Association of Retail Druggists 
during the past eight years has been of such a character as to inspire 
confidence in the justice of its aims and the practicability of its plan for 
further improving the material and moral condition of the retail drug 
trade, therefore, by the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association be it 

Resolved, That this Association hereby reaffirms its loyalty to the Na- 
tional Association. [Carried.] 

Resolved, That the Direct Contract and Serial Numbering Plan put 
into operation by a number of proprietors is hereby heartily commended, 
and all members of the Association are urged to give those manufacturers 
who have adopted this plan for the marketing of their preparations pref- 
erential consideration. [Carried.] 

Resolved, That this Association believes that all proprietary manufac- 
turers who have not as yet adopted the D. C. S. N. plan should do so with- 
out delay, because experience has proved it is the only plan that will 
prevent price cutting, and every proprietor who really values the friend- 
ship of the retail drug trade ought to show his appreciation in this prac- 
tical way. [Carried.] 

Resolved, That we cannot afford to pay more than $2.00, $4.00 and $8.00 
per dozen for proprietaries that sell at 25 cents, 50 cents and $1.00, and 
that as a matter of justice we enthusiastically endorse the endeavors of 
the National Association to induce proprietors whose prices are higher 
to come down to these figures. [Carried.] 

Resolved, That the incoming officers are hereby directed to co-operate 
in every practical way with the officers and the local branches of the 
N. A. R. D. in order that all these bodies may work together in closest 
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harmony, to make the drug business a better paying investment for our 

capital and labor. [Carried.] 
Resolved, That the incoming President of the Association is hereby 

directed to appoint delegates to represent the Tennessee Association of 

Pharmacists at the annual convention of the N. A. R. D., to be held 

in Atlanta, October 1-5, 1906. [Carried.]

Mr. S. C Davis offered the following: 

Resolved by the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, That its dele- 
gates to the Atlanta Convention be instructed to secure the adoption of 
the following: 

Whereas the various lawsuits questioning the validity of the Direct 
Contract and Serial Numbering Plan have been uniformly decided in 
favor of said plan, therefore be it 

Resolved, by the National Association of Retail Druggists in Convention 
Assembled, That the time has passed for further temporizing and delays 
of the members of the so-called St. Louis Club, and that we demand of 
its members the immediate fulfilment of the promise made to the National 
Association of Retail Druggists at the St. Louis Convention, namely: the 
immediate adoption of the Direct Contract and Serial Numbering Plan. 
[Carried.] 

On invitation, Dr. J. T. McGill, of Vanderbilt University, read 
the following paper before the Association: 

The laws of Tennessee relating to Pharmacy should be amended so that 
graduation from a school of pharmacy of defined approved standing shall 
be a prerequisite for registration as a pharmacist. It is to be understood 
that the law would not apply to persons already registered at the time 
of its enactment. 

According to the present law, "the State Board of Pharmacy shall ex- 
amine every person who shall desire to carry on or engage in the business 
of a retail apothecary, etc., .... as proprietor or manager, touching his 
competency and qualification for that purpose, and upon the majority of 
the Board being satisfied of such qualification, and upon the payment by 
the applicant of an examination fee of $5.00," the applicant shall be regis- 
tered. In this there is no stipulation as to the applicant's preliminary 
education or attendance upon a school of pharmacy. As a consequence, 
the majority of the druggists of Tennessee have never had any training 
in a school of pharmacy and some of them have only the rudiments of 
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a common school education. I do not know of any statistics furnishing^ 
such information, but I think I am safe in saying that not more than ten 
per cent of the druggists of the State have ever attended a school of phar- 
macy. Physicians are not allowed to practice until they have presented 
a diploma to show that they have had the necessary special instructions 
and training in a professional school; the same is true, I believe, of 
dentists. It should be true of pharmacists and if it does not soon become 
so, then pharmacy will cease to rank as a profession at all. 

To become a competent pharmacist requires the endowment of first-rate 
natural talent developed by considerable educational training. The un- 
trained, ignorant boy cannot comprehend the principles of botany and 
chemistry as a pharmacist should ; he cannot understand the pharmacopoeia. 
Indeed, it would require a young man of superior ability and unusual 
determination and perseverance to master the pharmacopceia without 
assistance. It would be harder to do than to acquire without a teacher a 
fair knowledge of histor>', English literature or philosophy. Pharmacy 
is properly a profession and not a trade or business. 

The law as it now stands does not even encourage pharmaceutical ed- 
ucation. Indeed, as long as the Board examination can generally be 
passed without it, attendance upon a school of pharmacy seems to many a 
waste of time and money. In some States the laws even discourage edu- 
cation by not giving credit for the time spent at college as equivalent 
to the same amount of time spent in a drug store, so that a young man 
can register and get into business sooner by not going to college. 

Objections to amending the laws so as to make the pharmacists a better 
educated class are not going to come from the public. The people are 
interested in having not only the physician who prescribes medicines for 
them to take, but the pharmacist who compounds these medicines as 
thoroughly prepared for the work as possible, and they understand that 
in both cases a valuable part of the preparation consists of a general and 
professional education. 

It would scarcely be expected that the pharmacists themselves would 
object, for the amendment would in no way infringe upon their present 
rights and privileges or interfere with their business; but on the con- 
trary, would bring them into more cordial and confidential relations 
with physicians, and increase the dignity of their calling in the estimation 
of the public. 

The higher the educational qualifications demanded for the practice 
of pharmacy the greater honor will it be to gain admission to its ranks, 
and the greater will be the numbers of those of superior ability who will 
make choice of pharmacy as a profession. 

Objections from those who wish to become druggists for commercial 
purposes only and who would like to get into business with as little delay 
and expense as possible and without the study and educational training 
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necessary to fit them for responsible duties of the pharmacist, ought not 
to avail against a healthy public sentiment and the efforts of a majority 
of those now members of the profession. The matter will really be. de- 
cided according to the wishes of the pharmacists. The status of pharmacy 
is what those who practice it have made it, and if pharmacy does not keep 
pace with related professions in educational progress, the responsibility 
must rest with the pharmacists themselves. 

Do not be moved by the declaration that the people are' not prepared 
for such a change. "The time is not ripe for it," is the time-worn cry of 
opposition to almost every measure of reform and progress. The time is 
ripe for it. The movement is on. 

If you act now, you are too late to take the lead, but it is to be hoped 
that Tennessee will not be found in the rear. There is a place, yet near 
the head of the column. 

Six years ago the American Pharmaceutical Association adopted what 
is known as the Beal Model Pharmacy Law, and appointed a committee 
to place it before the State Boards of Pharmacy and State Pharmaceutical 
Associatiolis, and ask these bodies to use their influence in getting their 
State laws amended so as to conform to some extent to the main features 
of this law. The purpose was to secure as far as possible uniformity 
of pharmacy laws throughout the United States. One of the provisions 
of this law is that "in order to be licensed as a pharmacist, the applicant 
must be a graduate of a reputable school or college of pharmacy." 

Hawaii adopted the Beal law. Several States have adopted it in part, 
including the educational feature as it is worded or in modified form. 
New York, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin have established the graduate 
requirement, Michigan has established a preliminary standard of two years 
of high school work, and Arkansas a grammar school standard. Ohio 
and Indiana will not give "experience" credit to graduates unless they 
are from institutions which demand one year of high school work for 
admission and which have courses conforming to certain prescribed 
curriculum standards; and Oklahoma goes still further and requires the 
graduates to be from schools requiring a full high school course for ad- 
mission. There are perhaps other States which have lately passed laws 
fixing high educational requirements for the practice of pharmacy. 

It is important to note that a law simply making graduation from a 
school of pharmacy a prerequisite for examination before the Board of 
Pharmacy is inadequate. These must be a definition as to the character 
of the school; otherwise, the effect of the law will be to promote the 
establishment and patronage of schools of very low grade. If diplomas 
are all that is needed the college that offers to deliver them in the shortest 
time and on the easiest terms will draw the largest number of students. 
A certain minimum of requirements for admission, of equipment and 
facilities for giving instruction, of length of course should be fixed in 
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order to explain the meaning of such terms as "Approved School," "Repu- 
table College," etc., if such expressions are used. The best way, perhaps, 
to arrive at a uniform and reasonable standard for a number of schools 
seems to be to adopt that prescribed by the American Conference of Phar- 
maceutical Faculties for membership, or that which may be agreed upon 
next September at the joint meeting of that body with the National Asso- 
ciation of Boards of Pharmacy. 

According to present indications, the meeting of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association and the joint meeting of the American Conference 
of Pharmaceutical Faculties and the National Association of Boards of 
Pharmacy will be epoch-making irt its importance to pharmacy, especially 
in the promotion of uniformity of pharmacy laws in the different States, 
higher educational standards, and a better understanding and harmonious 
action between the State Boards of Pharmacy and the Schools of Pharmacy. 
Therefore while some action should be taken by this State Association 
and the State Board of Pharmacy looking to amendment of the laws re- 
lating to pharmacy, so that any effort to this end made by the next Legis- 
lature may be strengthened by the endorsement of these two important 
bodies, the exact formulation of the changes to be made may well be left 
until after the meeting at Indianapolis.

The following paper was read by D. J. Kuhn. 

THE GRADUATION PREREQUISITE LAW.- 

The Graduation Prerequisite Law, of which so much has been said and 
written during the last twelve or eighteen months, is now not a theory 
but an assured fact in at least two States in the Union. 

New York State was the first to honor the profession of pharmacy 
and glorify her own name by placing a graduation prerequisite law on her 
statute books. Pennsylvania was quick to follow the lead of her sister 
by passing a similar law, and the Wisconsin Board of Pharmacy promptly 
established, of its own initiative, a graduation requirement. 

A bill similar to the measures already passed in the before mentioned 
States was introduced in the Minnesota Legislature, but failed of passage. 

During the last year a number of State associations adopted resolutions 
endorsing the new order of things, and as the movement is well under 
way, we may expect in the next few years, a number of States to fall in 
line and pass graduation prerequisite laws. 

This is a matter of much concern and means a brighter future for the 
retail druggists of the country; for just so sure as every State in the Union 
now has pharmacy, so we may expect every State to have a prerequisite 
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law in the near future. While the great N. A. R. D. is making history 
for the commercial side of pharmacy, the sentiment is growing and gain- 
ing ground rapidly, to elevate the status of professional pharmacy. Time 
was, not far back, when any one who desired could open a drug store 
without any legal requirements whatever; but those of us who have 
been in the drug business the past twenty-five years have seen a very 
material change in this respect, all brought about by our pharmacy laws. 

The prerequisite law will further tend to reduce the number of drug- 
gists and will also reduce competition, but it will, at the same time, give 
us much better druggists who will be able to serve the public in a more 
professional manner. 

We in. free America will never have paternal control by the Government 
of pharmacy, such as prevails in Germany, Russia and possibly some 
other European countries, because the American spirit and progress would 
not tolerate it. , 

In view of the growing sentiment in favor of graduation requirements, 
it behooves the druggists of Tennessee to look sharp and see that our 
State is not a laggard in this respect and make us a dumping ground for 
the refuse and riff-raff of other States — the incompetents who are unable 
to comply with the requirements of other States. No uneasiness need 
be felt by those who are already engaged in the drug business, as all 
could continue in the business just the same as when our pharmacy law 
was established. The new law could not apply to them, as retroactive 
legislation would be unconstitutional, hence such a measure would have 
no bad effect on pharmacists already registered. As for those who are in 
the business and not registered, provisions could be made for them by 
allowing sufficient time for them to take the examination, say one or two 
years. The point may be made, that such a law as this would have the 
effect of keeping young men out of the profession on account of their 
inability to secure a college training. If the yotmg man is made of the 
right sort of stuff he will find means to obtain such an education and the 
end would certainly be worth striving for. And if he has not sufficient 
backbone to get the education, the profession is much better off without 
him. This would insure the public against the future admission of men 
unqualified by education and training to engage in the responsible work 
of dispensing medicines and poisons. At the same time it would place 
pharmacy on a higher plane of professional dignity and the pharmacist, 
would be recognized as standing on the same level with other professional 
men. 

The Bureau of Education, at Washington, some time ago, issued a 
report on Professional Education in the United States. This report 
showed that medicine headed the list in the number of graduates, confer- 
ring diplomas on the large number of 5,702. Law occupied second place 
and graduated 3,288. Theology and Dentistry were almost tied for third 
8 
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place, each graduating about 2,000 students. Pharmacy comes fifth with 
4»457 students, and graduates of this number 1308. This is a lamentable 
showing for pharmacy as compared to medicine and law, for our social 
structure demands that we have educated pharmacists as well as learned 
men in the medical and legal profession. The showing of educated phar- 
macists as compared to the number of druggists is also very small. Med- 
ical and legal education is becoming more general, chiefly as the result 
of increasing demands on the part of the State. It is well for pharmacy 
not to ignore this fact and so set her pace as to keep abreast of the times. 
By this same report we find pharmacy woefully lacking in academic 
preparation for the profession, which shows that only one in ninety of the 
graduates held a literary degree; while in law the proportion is shown to 
vbe one in six. When pharmacy attains her rightful place among the 
professions, and pharmacists' minds are trained to think, we can really 
boast of having a profession. 

According to a recent drug journal report, the Board of Education of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., was quick to see the needs of the times and promptly 
established a class in the evening high school, where any ambitious young 
man who is willing to study may get the legal requirements for entrance 
to a college of pharmacy. 

The tendency on all sides is to lift pharmacy out of the mire — a natural 
reaction which follows a depression. The graduation prerequisite law will 
give us a profession to be proud of and a profession* that will be profitable. 

Let us all put our shoulder to the wheel and work to that end. 

D. J. Kuhn offered the following resolution: . 

Resolved, First, that the State Pharmaceutical Association is in favor 
of amending Section 3647 (Shannon's Code) of the Act regulating the 
practice of pharmacy so as to include the following: 

I. In order to be licensed as a pharmacist within the meaning of this 
act an applicant shall be not less than twenty-one years of age, and shall 
have been licensed as an assistant pharmacist for not less than two years 
prior to his application for license as pharmacist; and he shall present 
to the Board of Pharmacy satisfactory evidence that he is a graduate of 
an incorporated* school or college of pharmacy or of a department of 
pharmacy of a university of approved standing, viz. : one that has an 
equipment for giving instruction in the art and science of pharmacy 
and that enforces requirements for admission equivalent to those fixed 
by the American Conference of Pharmaceutical Faculties for membership 
in that body; and that he has had four years of experience in pharmacy 
under the instruction of a licensed pharmacist; and he shalt also pass a 
satisfactory examination by or under the direction of the Board of Phar- 
macy. Provided, however, that the actual time of attendance at a school 
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or college of pharmacy or department of pharmacy of a university, shall 
be deducted from the time of experience required, but in no case shall 
less than two years of experience be required for registration as a licensed 
pharmacist 

2. A licensed pharmacist shall be entitled to carry on or engage in the 
business of a retail apothecary, or of retailing any drugs, medicines, chem- 
icals, poisons, or pharmaceutical preparations, or of compounding or dis- 
pensing the prescriptions of physicians, as proprietor or manager upon 
compliance with the requirements of Sections 3640-42. 

3. In order to be licensed as an assistant pharmacist an applicant shall 
present to the Board of Pharmacy satisfactory evidence that he has had 
two years of experience in pharmacy under the instruction of a licensed 
pharmacist; and he shall also pass a satisfactory examination by or under 
the direction of the Board of Pharmacy. 

Provided, however, that the actual time of attendance at a school or 
college of pharmacy or department of pharmacy of a university, approved 
by the Board of Pharmacy shall be deducted from the time of experience 
required. 

Second, That committee be appointed to present this matter to the Leg- 
islature at its next meeting and urge its adoption. 

Third, That the committee may so modify any portion of these stipu- 
lations as to bring them into harmony with corresponding action that may 
be taken next September at the joint meeting of the American Conference 
of "Pharmaceutical Faculties and the National Association of Boards 
of Pharmacy. 

On motion same was referred to the incoming Legislative Com- 
mittee. 

Messrs. D. H. Neil and S. C. Davis read papers on the follow- 
ing subject: "The Advantage of a College Education in the Prac- 
tice of Pharmacy." 

Same was referred to a committee of Messrs. Loyd, Myatt 
and Lanehan. 

On motion of Mr. Davis, the Pure Food Law was referred until 
the night session. 

Messrs. McDonald and Davis read papers on the following: 
"Methods for the Prevention of Errors in Filling Prescriptions 
and Handling Medicines." 

Same was referred to committee of Messrs. Loyd, Myatt and 
Lanehan. 
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In the collection of odd orders same was presented by Messrs. 
Davis, Loyd and Trolinger. 

Messrs. Vickers, Justice and Trolinger read papers on "The 
Value of Membership in the State and National Association of 
Retail Druggists." 

Same was referred to committee of Messrs. Gates, Kuhn and 
Holcomb. 

E. F. Trolinger offered the following resolution: 

The election of Samuel C. Davis, one of the delegates from the Tennessee 
Pharmaceutical Association to the Boston Convention, to one of the 
Vice Presidencies of the National Association of Retail Druggists, be 
ing not only an honor to Mr. Davis but also to the Tennessee Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, 

Resolved, That the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association hereby ex- 
press its appreciation of the honor and recommends the election of Mr. 
Davis as a member of the new Executive Committee to be elected at 
the Atlanta Convention, and that a copy of these resolutions be presented 
to the Nominating Committee of that Convention. [Carried.] 

On motion of Mr. Davis, the President and Secretary were 
instructed to have engrossed invitation presented to the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, inviting them to meet in Nashville, 
in 1908. Carried. 

The President appointed the following Committee on Resolu- 
tion of O. L. Chase, deceased : Messrs. Yeager, Kuhn and Sum- 
mers. 

The President appointed the following committee to submit 
names to be presented to the Governor, from which he may select 
one to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Voigt's term expiring on 
Board of Pharmacy : Messrs. Ammons, Thompson and Ingle.. 

The following committee was appointed to submit papers and 
queries for 1907 meeting: Messrs. Loyd, McDonald and Davis. 

The iNominating Committee reported as follows : 

Mr. President and Members of the Association: 

In casting about for names to suggest for officers of the association 
for the coming year we have been mindful of the necessity of suggesting 
the most suitable names possible for the offices, and it has been our effort 
to find men who have manifested an interest in the association and who 
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will continue to have the welfare of the association their own welfare. 
In deciding upon a name for President we have chosen a man who has 
often honored the association with his presence, and who we are confident 
feels a deep concern in the future success and usefulness of the associa- 
tion, a man who leaves his business at the height of the business season 
and attends these meetings — Mr. Dan Lanehan, of Monteagle.

On motion the Secretary was instructed to appoint three alter- 
nate delegates to the National Association of Retail Druggists 
convention at Atlanta, in October. 

Mr. Alva Lee Kelton (impersonator) was introduced as "Sen- 
ator Taylor," and made a very much enjoyed address. On motion 
a vote of thanks was tendered Mr. Kelton. 

On motion the Association adjourned to meet at Monteagle 
the third Tuesday in July (i6th), 1907.

WHAT ARE BEST METHODS OF ADVERTISING THAT CAN 
BE ADOPTED BY THE RETAIL DRUGGIST? 

BY J. E. MORAN. 

On this foundation I will build my business, and the war of competi- 
tion, and earthquakes of fraud, deception and injustice shall not enter 
therein. The science of advertising has grown to be phenomena, espe- 
cially so with the American people. In advertising your business, success 
■depends largely on the foundations of your business, which are the princi- 
ples, ways and methods that you conduct and run your business. You 
must have the confidence and respect of the people, without which, suc- 
cess is impossible, it matters not what your advertising methods may be. 
It's easy, however, to gain the confidence of people by being honest, courte- 
ous, fair and square, but positive. The word advertise simply means to 
publish, to make known certain things, therefore advertising is honest 
and is so considered. Then to advertise your drug store is to make known 
to the public certain facts about your store. If you misrepresent the truth 
in an advertisement, or advertise goods that you haven't got, or prices 
_you do not meet, you have been dishonest and silly and people soon find 
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you out. It is- not wise for any druggist to introduce ideas and plans, 
and half work them, or to attempt to do more business than his means 
and energy will consistently permit. Small ideas well developed and pushed 
are success. Larger ones half done are partial failure. Referring again 
to the foundation and to business principles, I would say that personality 
is an advertisement that is worth all. Make your word your bond. 
Make your people know that what you say about an article, preparation 
or things, is just that way; make your guarantee what a guarantee means, 
and above all things keep posted about your business. Know your business, 
and then your people will have confidence in your ability and your in- 
tegrity, and you can please your trade, a pleased customer being a 
walking advertisement for your store. 

The appearance of a druggist's store front means a great deal as an 
advertising value. Have a clean front, the windows well dressed with 
seasonable goods and changed often enough not to get stale. The win- 
dows will prove to be a silent salesman (and a valuable one) and the 
neatness and general appearance of your front will attract the attention 
of the passing public, and the conclusion will be that a live, wide-awake 
druggist is doing business there. Make your store neat and attractive 
by arrangements of goods. The impression it makes is valuable, it costs 
nothing but time. Keep up your stock. You can't sell goods unless you 
have them to sell, and there is no better advertisement for your store 
than to have it said of you, that "you can get it at 'Jones' Drug Store;' 
he has the best kept store in town." 

I consider road signs a good method of advertising. Metal signs 8x14 
with your firm's name can be had at reasonable cost. Have them put up 
well on every road that comes into your town. I suggest that fifty or one 
hundred be placed on each road at intervals not extending more than 
two and one half miles out. This sign well put up will last for years. 
No one can come in or go out of your town without being impressed that 
you want people to know who you are, where you are, and what you are 
doing. 

Direct advertising has proven itself beyond contradiction to be one 
of the best methods, and especially true with side lines and specialties; 
and permit me to say here, that a druggist who does not add conservative 
and good side lines to his business nowadays is far in the dark. Have 
a good revised mailing list. Send out personal letters nicely written and 
to the point, calling special attention to some particular thing or de- 
partment of your store. If possible, have each mailing different in appear- 
ance to the one previously sent out by the use of envelopes of positive col- 
ors, styles, etc. It is also well to have them addressed in a plain hand 
which will give them the appearance of a personal letter, thus insuring that 
they will be opened and read. This letter should be addressed to homes 
and to the lady of the house, and not to business men. 

Well gotten up circulars are another valuable adjunct to direct adver- 
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tising; and permit me to state, that advertising to interest the money* 
spending public must be made original and intelligent, to be readable. 

I am of the opinion that any druggist can make profitable this form of 
advertising if by issuing them at regular intervals. My advice in regard 
to issuing these circulars is to make each issue positive. Don't try to tell 
all about your store in one issue. If there is anything positive in adver- 
tising science, it is this : that reference must be made specific in nature and 
must drive home to the attention one definite idea, or at most, a connect- 
ing series of definite ideas. Some one preparation or line of preparation? 
or some related group of articles must be spoken of in a specific manner. 
Some particular message must, be delivered to the reader which will 
make a definite impression upon him and which will stick in his memory. 
It is in accordance with this rule that prices should be given in adver- 
tising, and that also, the special peculiarities of a particular preparation 
or thing must be described. And the method of issuing monthly letters 
or circulars of this kind and confine each one to something definite and 
special will win. In time one can cover the various departments of his 
business; to try to cover them all at once is unwise. 

Another method of advertising is the newspapers. Individually, I have 
always believed in this form of advertising expressly for the average drug- 
gist through the average paper. However, for special sales and special 
announcements, it may be used to profitable advantage, or for the down 
town city druggist so situated that he can afford to advertise in the 
dailies, I think no advertising medium offers such excellent opportunities. 
A great field is offered for the man of originality. And perhaps you 
have been a druggist a long time and you have scores of customers that 
have always shared with you a greater portion of their patronage. They 
like to be remembered and I would suggest that if you will make it your 
custom to present this, your best trade, with a neat, nice calendar each 
Christman Eve, the g\ii will be appreciated. You will have another twelve 
months' advertisment in that home and your money will be well spent. But 
don't buy cheap calendars ; they won't be appreciated. Keep your business 
well before the people. Many a customer comes in your store that doesn't 
know you or whose place of business he or she may be in, and by the use 
of a rubber stamp, stamp each and every package that leaves your store, 
that does not bear your prescription label. By this method in addition 
to the use of printed wrapping paper, your name and place of business 
goes with every article you have sold and they, remembering that they 
were well treated and nicely waited on at your store, will invariably come 
back to you when in need. But there are no certain ways to advertise, nor 
any specific plans that can be generally adopted. 

"Then let us be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate. 
Still achieving, still pursuing. 
Learn to advertise, labor and to wait." 
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HOW TO SELECT CHEMICALS FOR THE PRESCRIPTION CASE.

In a measure answering this question depends altogether upon circum- 
stances and environment. 

Are you going to open a store in a (to you) known or unknown locality? 
By this I mean, are you familiar, or not, with the requirements of the local 
physicians — do you know their various favoritisms : this make of Bismuth, 
that make of Quinine, so and so make of this, that and the other Tincture, 
Extract, etc.? 

If the locality is unknown to you I would advise getting on the good 
of the salesman of the wholesale drug house from whom you intend pur- 
chasing and getting his advice. If he is the right sort of a man he can and 
will help you out considerably as to buying the right specialties. 

Now as to selecting the general line of chemicals. Every druggist is 
partial to some one or more particular manufacturers* product; but even 
this does not always answer with satisfaction the question as to selecting 
3'our goods with regard to pleasing your customer or the jobber. For 
example, in ordering Sodium Salicylate, did you specify not only the make 
but the character and quality: ordinary, C.P., crystals, or not; from oil 
of wintergreen or not? The order clerk of your jobber is not a mind 
reader. 

In ordering Pottassium Iodide, did you specify granular or crystals, or 
neither, and then kick because you did not get what you wanted? In 
Carbolic Acid, did you want "Gilt Label," crystal, or liquid or C.P. loose 
crystal? In Boracic Acid, powdered pure, or impalpable powder, C.P.? 
In Acetic Acid did you say U.S.P., C.P., pure, or No. 8, of different per- 
centage ? 

I believe a general answer to this query can be summed up as follows: 
When there are several grades of the same chemical and among them a 
U. S. P. grade it is good policy to always specify the U. S. P. for your 
prescription case, unless otherwise ordered by the physician. If no U. S. 
P. grade, always specify Chemically Pure for your prescription case. 

Always specify some special make and in original package, as chemicals 
are very liable to deterioration and contamination when handled in bulk. 

As the price lists of the various leading manufacturers are practically 
the same, it is an excellent policy for all association druggists to specify 
the make of the manufacturer who tries to protect him by not shipping 
direct to the retailer, but only through the legitimate wholesale drug trade 
as does the firm who so kindly offered the prize for this paper. 
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METHOliS FOR THE PREVENTION OF ERRORS IN FILLING 

PRESCRIPTIONS. 

BY H. W. MCDONALD. 

The ideal prescription department is one that is separated entirely from 
the rest of the store. The case contains a stock of drugs and chemicals, 
well arranged, for compounding the prescriptions of physicians. Two or 
more competent pharmacists are engaged in this department exclusively, 
and in filling a prescription one man does the work and another checks it, 
so that two men examine every prescription that is compounded. When 
a customer brings a prescription in he is met by a clerk who takes it to 
the prescription department and gets a check for it which he gives to the 
customer to hold until the prescription is compounded. The customer 
does not have an opportunity to talk to the prescriptionist, or in any way 
to interfere with his work. ^ 

Such favorable arrangements do not exist in many of the smaller stores, 
and from the volume of business done, such cannot be provided. In many 
such stores one man is all that is prepared to compound prescriptions 
and he often has to assist in waiting upon other customers in the store. 
The prescription counter is not entirely cut off from the rest of the store 
and customers . frequently talk to the prescriptionist while at his work. 
My experience in the business has been largely with a class of customers 
who bring in a prescription and, although they have seen a physician and 
told him their ailment and gotten his prescription, they proceed to interro- 
gate you something after this style: "Mr., what is that medicine good 
for? Will that medicine cure the rheumatism? Is that 'subscription' 
good for my kidney and liver trouble and will it cure a misery in my 
side? or, does that prescription contain any poison?" Or perhaps they 
wish to hurry you in compounding the prescription, and worst of all in- 
sists that you be very careful as he is afraid of medicine, and wants to 
stand at your elbow and make comments as each ingredient is measured 
out. 

It is of the latter class of druggists that I shall speak mainly, as in my 
years of experience behind the prescription counter I have learned some 
things that have helped me and I will give them to you. 

When a prescription is brought in, read it over and be sure that you 
understand what the physician wants and if it is necessary to ask the 
customer any questions about the prescription, do it then. Explain to your 
customers how long they will have to wait and ask them to be seated until 
the prescription is ready. Sometimes if you are in doubt abont a prescrip- 
tion, you can get some light upon it by asking the customer about what 
age person the medicine was intended for, and what verbal directions 
the physician gave, etc., without in any way disparaging the physician. 
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If possible, prevent all talking behind the prescription counter, but if 
you are unavoidably interrupted, stop all work until you have answered the 
questions and then take up your work again. Before compounding a pre- 
scription, examine it carefully to see if the doses are correct and if any 
incompatibles occur and the proper method of compounding the prescrip- 
tion. 

To facilitate this work I keep hanging over the prescription scales a 
book of doses, and inc6mpatibles, for convenience in looking such things 
up quickly if you are in doubt about any point. If the dose is unusual, 
find out from the physician if any peculiar condition is to he met. 

For instance, I have a prescription for an unusually large dose, of mor- 
phine, and in ordinary cases it would have killed the patient, but upon 
inquiring of the physician he said the patient was addicted to its use and 
required the large dose. 

Having satisfied yourself upon these points, take down from the shelves 
the articles needed for compounding the prescription and place them before 
you. Upon weighing or measuring each ingredient, check it off on the 
prescription, just as you would check an item on an invoice. Then, before 
putting the package back in its place on the shelf, look at the label again 
and thus be certain that you have used the proper medicine. 

A habit well fixed upon us is a great help, if it is a good habit. So this 
habit of looking at the label the second time, I have foun<l to be of very 
great benefit to me. After compounding your recipe, read it over again 
carefully to be sure that you have it right. If you have given the proper 
attention to reading the prescription >ou should be able to repeat from 
memory each ingredient it contains and the amount of each prescribed. 

The labelling of the package is the next step and this should have the 
same care that you have bestowed upon compounding the prescription. 

The label should have upon it the name of the patient, and if the phy- 
sician has failed to put the name on the prescription, if possible, find out 
whom it is for, and put the name on your label. The label also should have 
the number of the recipe, the date upon which it was filled and the physi- 
cian's name as well as the full directions for taking the medicine. The 
prescription should have the corresponding number and date upon it and 
the price marked in your private trademark. The prescription should 
have marked upon it also anything of special note, like some particular 
manufacture of a pharmaceutical used, etc. These will greatly aid in ac- 
curacy in refilling the prescription if it is brought back. 

Another thing that will aid greatly in the proper understanding of your 
prescriptions is to make yourself familiar with the handwritings of your 
local physicians. For these are the ones whose prescriptions you will have 
to compound oftenest. Also familiarize yourself with the abbreviations 
they use and the particular preparations they prefer. For instance, we 
have a physician that uses the Normal Tinctures exclusively and although 
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he does not specify them in his prescriptions, we understand that he wants 
these used. 

Another writes simply M. S. and P. Tablets for Tablets of Calomel, 
Soda and Podophyllin. Perhaps some one will say the physician should 
specify more particularly what he wants. True, but I am writing of 
conditions as they are and the best way to meet the difficulties that exist. 

To sum up, the prescription is a written order from a physician for a 
certain remedy or combination of remedies for a patient. It has six com- 
ponent parts: the patient's name, the superscription, names and amounts 
of drugs to be used, directions to the druggist, directions to the patient 
how to take and the physician's name. 

All of these things must be considered in order to compound the pre- 
scription according to the physician's instructions, and the most impor- 
tant of all is to determine just what the physician wants. Before com- 
mencing to compound a prescription, decide how the different ingredients 
should be mixed in order to obtain the best results. Many drugs carelessly 
thrown together would make an unsightly mixture that would not give the 
patient the proper dose and possibly a poisonous dose by getting all of a 
powerful ingredient at one time. 

In compounding the prescription give the business before you your un- 
divided attention and always remember that you may hazard a human life 
by a mistake in compounding it. 



THE ADVANTAGE OF A COLLEGE EDUCATION.

Let me say in the beginning that I hold pharmacy second to no pro- 
fession. I believe that the public welfare depends more on the ability and 
conscientiousness of the pharmacists to .do the square thing than in any 
other profession. He stands, or at least should stand, as the protector 
and guardian of his every patron. He cannot do so unless he lias properly 
fitted himself for the work. The practice of pharmacy is the manufactur- 
ing properly of the official and unofficial and extemporaneous preparation, 
together with the compounding of prescriptions, with a clear understand- 
ing of why each step is taken. No man can claim that he is thus fitted 
who has not had a course of work which has been properly mapped out 
or systematized so as to obtain the best results. The man who studies 
otherwise is always striving but never coming to an understanding of the 
truth. Then back to the question of advantages. First, it saves time, 
money and worry.; second, it better fits a man for his work, and gives 
him prestige both with a physician and the public. It makes a better, 
broader man out of him. It saves time, and he succeeds in getting an 
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education quicker than any other way. It saves money because it saves 
time, and time is money. If he is a clerk, he is enabled sooner to get 
a better salary. If conducting a business for himself, he is not continually 
having to throw away batches of improperly manufactured preparations. 
As to the worry, most of this would be found behind the prescription 
counter where he is continually in wonderland as to whether or not the 
prescription is as it should be, and he is worried most because he has no 
means at his command whereby he can tell whether the prescription is 
right or not. No one dare deny but that education makes a broader man. 
There isn't much in a man who hasn't a desire to know more, to do more 
and to be more. The number of advantages of a systematized education 
are too many to mention, yet it might be well to name a few. The greatest 
is the manufacture of extemporaneous preparations and the compounding 
of prescriptions. Most any man who is thoroughly familiar with the ordi- 
nary run of drugs can take the dispensary and manufacture most of the 
preparations without any trouble, but the same man cannot take the U. S. 
P. and do so well, for he is not familiar enough with details as to how 
to pursue. The life of the pharmacist is one endless chain of detail and 
the man who has been trained best in careful detail work is the man who 
best succeeds. The man who has spent hours at a table trying to fix 
well in his mind the identification of some drug or preparation, or who 
has worked over a microscope until he grew dizzy, or marched back and 
forth from dry oven to balances, or looked at the tedious drop from the 
burett until he was color blind, is the man who caif best appreciate the 
greatness of small things, and overcome them. The man who has trained 
until he can control his mind best is the man who has the tenderest heart. 
He is the man who has the greatest regard for the weaknesses of others. 
He is the man who is willing at all times to do the most and make the 
most out of life for others as well as himself. Let's try to teach every 
boy that works in a drug store that his success depends on the careful study 
of a well systematized case, teach him that success is but the accumulation 
and the result of honest effort. Teach him that the seeming difficulties 
and drawbacks in drug-store lives are but stepping-stones to success, that 
each fits him better for his future work, and we will have better schools, 
better clerks, better proprietors, better stores and better pleased customers. 



THE VALUE OF MEMBERSHIP IN THE STATE AND NATION- 
AL ASSOCIATION OF RETAIL DRUGGISTS.

I am glad to say that the condition of the retail drug .business is rapidly 
improving, which fact is due to organization of both State and National 
Associations.

It was also through the efforts of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists that the one great plan (the direct contract and serial 
numbering plan) was adopted, it has proved a great blessing to all con- 
cerned whether the manufacturer, retailer or consumer, and especially 
the retailer, for when he can get full prices he doesn't try to sell something 
just as good, thereby the customer goes away satisfied. 

The cost to belong to these organizations is small compared with the 
benefits to be derived. The better prices that you are now getting itself 
ought to be sufficient evidence to induce you to join them. Did you ever 
stop to consider that your customers will look upon you as a man better 
fitted for the position that you occupy, and as one that keeps up with 
the procession, if you belong to the association and attend the meetings? 

If a man has chosen pharmacy as his profession, he shouljd join the State 
Association, attend the meetings if possible, if not, send his dues, which 
will materially help out. 

Future Legislatures may enact laws that will injure pharmacy, and as 
an individual, we could do very little toward stopping it, but as an asso- 
ciation we can accomplish much good and have stopped legislation that 
had it been passed would practically have put us all out of the drug 
business. 

I do not believe that the pharmacists realize the value of membership 
in the State Association or we would have 1,000 members instead of 200 
we now have. But I believe that they are fast beginning to realize what 
we few have done the past twenty years since the organization of this asso- 
ciation. 

To attend these meetings and hear the papers read and discussed, to 
meet our fellow pharmacist, to know him bettetr, and to have a more 
friendly feeling for him, is itself worth more than the price to join 
the association. 

I hope to see the day when 1,000 druggists of Tennessee will wake 
up to realize the value of membership in the State and National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists, and join us.

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•STANDARDIZATION OF DRUGS. 

BY D. H. NEIL. 

This is a subject in my opinion that in the next decade will call for a 
greater effort on the i>art of the pharmacist and pharmaceutical houses 
than they have shown in the past quarter of a century, with possibly 
P. D. & Co. The physician of to-day who is thoroughly posted and con- 
ducts his practice along scientific lines is alert to know, not only who is 
filling his prescriptions, but whose goods are they being filled from. The 
pioneer work along the line of standardization so far as pharmaceutical 
houses are concerned, has been largely done by P. D. & Co. It is an un- 
disputed fact that no two samples, no matter how carefully selected, will 
give the same yield. The method of standardization of course varies with 
different classes of drugs. For example, such drugs as ergot, digitalis, 
and Canabis Indica. The physiology test is you, it being impossible to 
get any satisfactory results otherwise. Possibly of the three mentioned 
drugs. Can. Indica offers the most difficult field for work. It is practically 
impossible to separate the resin quantitatively. The care of selecting 
samples avails little, as the active principle seems to be wholly in the un- 
fertilized spikes of the female flower. The different varieties vary so little 
or resemble each other so closely, that it is almost impossible to detect 
one from the other. Physiological tests are used by the best pharmaceuti- 
cal houses for digitalis, ergot and Can. Indica and many others. 

Chemical assay falls in the scope of every up-to-date drug man and 
should be given more attention. I believe the day is fast approaching when 
the government will take a hand in the standardization of drugs. By this 
method both manufacturer and retailer will suffer, especially the retailer 
who has practiced substitution. In other words, we would not be paying 
three times as much for one man's make of goods as another, hence 
could not hold out to the public such plausible tales of difference in quality 
and hence difference in price, but every pharmaceutical house should 
be made to come to a given standard or quit, and then, and not until 
then, will the honest drug man who gives what is specified and charges 
for it, be an honest man before the public. This is a sad state of affairs 
but yet true, and it is quite beneficial and quite profitable from a financial 
standpoint. I am a strong believer in giving what is called for, getting 
what it is worth, or else let them buy elsewhere. There is too much at 
stake to take a chance in a case of life and death. It is some satisfaction 
both to the physician, the patron and yourself to know that you have given 
a square deal. 
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HOW TO TRAIN A HUSBAND.

Horses, mules, dogs and other sensible animals* are easily trained to 
perform wonderful tricks, and man's chief delight onnes when his profi- 
ciency is recognized in this line. But it falls to the painful lot of weary 
wives to train the tricks out of husbands, and this art every girl should 
try to master; for should she attain the age of womanhood she will 
naturally find marriage a necessary evil, for has not one of our poets 
most beautifully said:

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CONSTITUTION 



ARTICLE I. 



This Association shall be called "The Tennessee Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association." 

ARTICLE 11. 

The object of this Association shall be to promote the interests 
of the druggists of the State and to encourage the enactment of 
such laws as shall be for their advantage and protection. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section i. The Association shall consist of active and honorary 
members. 

Sec 2. Any druggist or pharmacist residing in this State, of 
good moral character and professional standing, may become an 
active member of the Association. 

Sec 3. Chemists, pharmaceutical journalists, and scientific men 
may be elected honorary members, who shall not be required to 
contribute to the funds of the Association or be entitled to vote 
or hold office. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section i. The officers of the Association shall be a President, 
three Vice Presidents (one to be selected from each division of 
the State), a Secretary, and a Treasurer, who shall constitute the 
Executive Committee. 

Sec 2. All the officers shall be elected annually by ballot, and 
hold office for one year, or until their successors are elected and 
installed. 

Sec 3. Their duties shall be such as usually pertain to the of- 
fices which they severally hold. 
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Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall disburse no moneys except by 
order of the President, attested by the Secretary. 



BY-LAWS 



ARTICLE I. 



Section, i.. The meetings of the Association shall be held an- 
nually on the third Tuesday in July. 

Sec. 2. The place of the next meeting shall be determined by 
the Association when in session ; otherwise by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings may be called at the request, in writ- 
ing, of ten members of the Association, if the objects of the call 
be approved by^ a majority of the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE II. 

Fifteen (15) members of the Association shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE III.

Sec. 2. Any one who may be deemed worthy of honorary mem- 
bership may be elected by a majority vote of the Association in 
annual session. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Every member shall pay into the hands of the Secretary the sum 
of $2, in advance, as annual dues of the Association. All mem- 
bers in arrears for dues for three years shall be dropped from 
the roll. 
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ARTICLE V. 

Section i. The President shall, before the close of each annual 
meeting, appoint the following committees, each consisting of 
three members — ^viz., Committee on Trade Interests, Committee 
on Membership, Committee on Entertainment, and Committee 
on Publicity ; also a committee on Legislation, which shall be of 
five members. 

Sec 2. The Committee on Trade Interests shall report at each 
annual meeting their observations and information upon all sub- 
jects that may seem to them of interest to the Association. 

The Committee on Legislation shall keep a record of the enact- 
ments of the Legislature affecting the practice of pharmacy and 
the sale of medicines. They shall report at each annual meeting 
of the Association what legislation has occurred during the year 
on such subjects and recommend such further legislation as may 
be needed. This committee shall consist of two members of the 
board and three members of the Association. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The order of business shall be : 

1. Call of the roll of officers. 

2. Reading minutes of previous meeting. 

3. Enrollment of new members. 

4. Election of honorary members. 

5. President's address. 

6. Election of officers. 

7. Report of officers and committees. 

8. Unfinished business. "^ 

9. New business. 

10. Installation of officers and appointment of standing com- 

mittees. 

11. Good and welfare of the Association. • 

12. Adjournment.

FIRST ANNUAL MEETING. 



The first annual meeting of the Ladies' Auxiliary of the Ten- 
nessee Pharmaceutical Association was called to order in the par- 
lor at Lookout Inn, Tuesday morning, July 17, 1906, by Mrs. 
R. L. Thompson, President of the Auxiliary. On call of roll of 
officers only the President and Secretary were present, the three 
Vice Presidents being absent. 

New members joined as follows : Mrs. H. L. Eskew, Mrs. J. 
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W. Love, Mrs. W. I. Gates, Mrs. H. H. Rice, Mrs. J. C. Amnions, 
and Mrs. T, E. Goodwin. 

Mrs. R. L. Thompson, President of the Auxiliary, delivered her 
annual address as follows : 

Ladies and Gentlemen: It is with pleasure that as President of the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the Druggists' Association, I acknowledge the 
privilege of addressing you this evening. 

I do not come to you with any pretense of oratory, and I can assure 
you that as the first woman to fill the position to which your goodness 
elected me, the pleasant duty of speaking to you is at the same time an 
embarrassing one. 

Women have, however, in the days of the pioneers given valiant help 
in the matter of blazing the way through the wilderness. Even here in our ' 
own good State of Tennessee, the women of those rare old times have 
left their impress upon the world's book of courage, and their names upon 
the eternal records of fame. 

Through all the wars of all the ages, woman has done her part. She 
has not carried a gun, or fired a cannon, to be sure, but she has been the 
man behind the gun, and she has buckled on the sword of her beloved long 
ere our time, and sent him, with heart of trust and word of courage, to • 
the field that stood equal chance of being his glory or his tomb. Hers 
has been the hand to minister to the wounded, hers the voice to soothe 
the dying, hers the whisper that has sent many a homesick soldier to his 
grave with a hope of God and home eternal. In the wards of suffering 
she is, and ever has been, a welcome and a helpful presence. 

Among the poor, the print of her footsteps may ever be traced. Where 
poverty, pain and want have left their trail, there she, too, has left a 
footprint. Where disease has played his deadly havoc, and distress has 
burdened the air with her cries, there has woman ever found a way, 
and please God, a welcome. 

Only in the commercial sphere has. she not been able to open the door. 
Of late a tiny crack has been made, to be sure, but small as yet, and hard 
to squeeze through. 

In the great world of commerce the lords of creation have declined 
to acknowledge her ability to cope with the sterner sex. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, it is my gracious privilege to announce to you 
this evening the long hidden fact that woman has been in the world of 
business for ages and ages. Men have kept still about it for the reason 
that they themselves did not recognize this fact for a long time, and when 
they did they were either jealous or ashamed to let anybody know it. 
The office she occupied had no salary, but the perquisites were enormous. 
The position was not without honor, if they hadn't been so still about it. 
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Many a man to-day pays a lawyer and thinks he is conducting his affairs 
for him, when all the time it is the woman who is behind the gun at home, 
firing the hot shot that rushes him on to success. For you must know that 
the office she occupies in the business world is that of Chief Adviser and, 
in the language of the newsboy, "head of the whole bloomin' business." 

The crack in the door is becoming larger ; the entrance is assured. Why, 
even in the druggists' association, they found it impossible to get along 
without her, and so they organized and arranged the Woman's Auxiliary. 

It seems to me all right and proper that women should have a part in 
the drug business, and if I may say so, more than in the social part. From 
the foundation of the world there have been women doctors. She is a 
born pill-maker, and long before the corner drug store began to handle 
capsules and quinine, and all the modern methods of warfare against 
disease, woman successfully held fever and chills at bay with the "yarbs" 
of the forest, and routed many a "trouble" with boneset and orris and 
lobelia and hellebore and snakeroot and wahoo and golden seal and swamp- 
root and mullein and red pepper and "pennyrile." 

In fact, if we sift the matter down to the exact truth, it will develop 
that men have simply monopolized a lousiness that by right belongs to 
women, and I am not sure but that the doctors have done the same thing. 
Who measures the medicine as nicely as the mother in the heart of the 
night, rd like to ask? And if you please,, who finds a way more pur- 
suasive of inducing the young hopeful, in the person of a small boy, to 
take it? 

When one is conquered, and the terms of surrender are "unconditional," 
the only capitulation available is to surrender with what possible grace 
one may.' And so, since they have ousted us from the herb business, and 
have appointed the medicine chest, why it remains for us, ladies of the 
Woman's Auxiliary, to surrender: to lay down our arms and step out 
of the battle, remaining only as the "silent partners," for which nature 
designed us, and which position we have so long and so successfully 
filled. 

Gentlemen of the Association, I have the honor and the pleasure of 
extending to you, on behalf of the Woman's Auxiliary, a welcome hearty 
and sincere as woman's wit and woman's heart can make it.

To the Honorable John I. Cox, Governor: 

Pursuant to the Pharmacy Act, I have the honor to submit to you and 
to the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, a report of the State Board 
of Pharmacy, for the year ending, December 31, 1905. 

The Board has held during this period, four regular and one called 
meeting. ' 

The first meeting was held in Nashville, January 11 to 13, inclusive. 
All members of the Board were present. A class of nine was present for 
the examination, three of whom made the required grade to registetr, 
five, as Assistants and one failure. One applicant was registered as an 
assistant, under the five year resolution. 

At this meeting, a resolution was adopted, granting applicants who had 
failed in their examinations the privilege of a second examination within 
twelve months, without the payment of an additional fee. 
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This being the annual meeting of the Board, it was reorganized and all 
officers for the preceding year were re-elected. 

The second meeting was held in Knoxville, April 18 to 20, inclusive. 
A class of nine was present for examination, three of whom were regis- 
tered as Pharmacists, three as Assistants and three failures. 

Four applicants were registered as Assistants under the five year reso- 
lution. 

Mr. O. J. Nance, who had been appointed to fill the unexpired term 
of Mr. J. S. Robinson, here presented his commission of appointment. 

The third meeting was held at Bon Aqua Springs, July 17 to 19, in- 
clusive. A class of fourteen was examined, nine of whom made grades 
entitling them to registration, three as Assistants, and two failures. 

Four applicants were registered as Assistants under the five year reso- 
lution. 

At this meeting, the Secretary was instructetd to secure a list of all firms 
handling drugs in the State, in towns of five hundred population and over, 
and mail to each such firm a letter asking for the name or names of all 
Registered Pharmacists connected with the firm. It was thought by this 
means that violators of the law could be detected and prosecuted. 
' Mr. O. J. Nance's term having expired, he was reappointed and his 
commission of appointment was here presented. 

The fourth, a called meeting, was held in Nashville, September 29th. 
The object of the meeting was to nominate a successor to Mr. A. B. 
Rains, who had resigned. Mr. R. L. Eves received the nomination and 
Governor Q)x was apprised by letter of the Board's action. 

The fifth meeting was held in Nashville, October 24 to 26, inclusive. 
A class of twelve was examined, with the following results: Five were 
registered as Pharmacists, and six as Assistants, with one failure. 

Two applicants were given Assistant Registration under the five year 
resolution. 

\ Resolution adopted, appointing the President, Secretary and Chemist, a 
committee to confer with the State Board of Health for the purpose of 
devising means of co-operation of the two boards in securing drug and 
food samples for analysis. 

A number of prosecutions have been made during the past year for 
violations of the Pharmacy Law, mainly for employing non- registered 
men, and fines imposed.

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SPECIAL NOTICE TO PHARMACISTS. 



In order that every one may become familiar with the require- 
ments of the pharmacy law, the following rulings and interpre- 
tations of the law by the Board of Pharmacy have been printed, 
to which the special attention of every druggist in the State is 
called, and your assistance and co-operation in maintaining and 
enforcing the same is respectfully solicited by the board : 

WHO HAS CHARGE OF YOUR STORE? 

The very first requirement of the law is that every pharmacy 
or retail drug or chemical store shall be under the direct super- 
vision of a registered pharmacist, who shall take charge of and 
manage the same. 

THE ASSISTANT PHARMACIST. 

A registered assistant pharmacist can attend to all the duties of 
a registered pharmacist, except take charge of the store. He can 
only work in a store in charge of a registered pharmacist, but 
may, during the "temporary absence" of the registered pharma- 
cist, take charge of the store. 

TEMPORARY ABSENCE. 

The Board of Pharmacy construes the words "temporary ab- 
sence" to mean that a registered pharmacist can only leave his 
store in charge of an assistant pharmacist when it is necessary 
for him to be absent on duties connected with the conduct of that 
business, not to exceed two or three days at a time ; that he can go 
out to meals, be out for an afternoon or evening ; but that he can- 
not go out on a vacation of two weeks, nor can he engage in any- 
other business and put in an hour or two a day at his store, unless 
he has in his employ a registered pharmacist who is in charge 
of the store. The expressed intention of the pharmacy law is to 
keep every drug store or pharmacy under the immediate charge 
and supervision of a registered pharmacist during all the time 
the drug store or pharmacy is open for business. 
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APPRENTICES. 



Apprentices may only sell medicines, poisons, etc., or put up 
prescriptions, when working directly under the supervision of a 
registered pharmacist or registered assistant pharmacist. 



DISPLAY OF CERTIFICATES. 

Every certificate must be kept conspicuously displayed in the 
store in which the holder of the same is engaged. There is a fine 
of not more than $50 imposed by the law on all those who fail 
to comply. 

RENEWALS. 

Certificates must be renewed on or before June 30 of each year. 
Do not wait for a notice from the Secretary. He is not required 
to send them before that date. The renewals for each year are 
about ready on May i. The fee is $1 for a registered pharmacist, 
50 cents for an assistant, and $1 for a permit. Send in the fee 
with the number of your certificate. 

The form of renewal has been changed, being now much larger 
than formerly, with the year printed in large figures on the face 
of it. Instead, therefore, of putting it in the corner of the frame, 
it should be pasted in front of the old certificate or put in a sep* 
arate frame and displayed as required. 

TEMPORARY CERTIFICATES. 

To meet special emergency cases the board will grant a tem- 
porary license, good only until the next meeting. This temporary 
license is only granted to those who are qualified to take the regis- 
tered pharmacist's certificate and who furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence that they have had the required experience and are compe- 
tent to take charge of a store. 

Temporary certificates will only be issued when the party apply- 
ing furnishes the above-required evidence and makes application 
for exflmination at the next meeting of the board. 
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requirements for examination and registration. 

The blanks should be carefully filled in, sworn to before an offi- 
cer qualified to administer oaths and having an official seal, which 
must be attached, then returned with the examination fee to the 
Secretary. 

The form of application, sent is to be used by all applicants, 
whether registered or assistant pharmacists. 

CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION. 

The Board of Pharmacy requires that all persons who receive 
the degree of Registered Pharmacist must be twenty-one years of 
age, and must have had at least four years' experience in a retail 
drug store, and answer correctly seventy-five per cent of the ques- 
tions asked. 

Assistant pharmacists must be eighteen years of age, and must 
have had two years' experience in a retail drug store, and answer 
correctly sixty per cent of the questions asked. 

Credit will be allowed on the experience requirement for the 
actual time spent at a school of pharmacy. 

Certificates from other States and diplomas from colleges of 
pharmacy are not recognized. 

All applicants must pass a satisfactory examination as pre- 
scribed by the board. 

FEES. 

For examination as a registered pharmacist $5 00 

For examination as an assistant pharmacist 3 00 

For registration as a registered pharmacist 2 00 

For registration as an assistant pharmacist i 00 

For permit to sell drugs under Section 11 i 00 

CAUTION AGAINST SELLING ADULTERATED DRUGS. 

The selling, or offering for sale, of adulterated or inferior 
drugs and medicines subjects the one so offending to a fine of not 
less than $20 or more than $100. The latest edition of the United 
States Pharmacopoeia is the standard for strength, quality, and 
purity; and all the drugs, medicines, and preparations laid down 
therein must conform to its requirements when sold. 
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SALE OF poisons. 

Persons holding "permits" cannot sell any drugs or medicines 
classed under the head of "Poisons" except upon the written pre- 
scription of a registered physician. 

It is unlawful to sell any "poisons" to any person under six- 
teen years of age except on the written order of a responsible 
adult person. All "poisons" sold mentioned in Schedule A must 
be recorded in a book kept for that special purpose, in which shall 
be entered the date of the sale, name and address of purchaser, 
name and amount of poisons sold, and name of dispenser. Every 
box, bottle, or package containing poison mentioned iti Schedule 
B must be labeled with the common name of the article, the word 
"Poison," and the name and place of the seller. 

PERMITS TO SELL DRUGS. 

Section ii of the pharmacy law gives the board the right, in 
their discretion, to issue a permit to persons or firms in small 
towns or places to sell drugs, compound prescriptions, etc., if 
there should be no registered pharmacist established in the local- 
ity. The board has adopted the following rulings in this section : 
The object of this permit being to provide for and govern the 
sale of drugs, medicines, etc., in places where there are no regis- 
tered pharmacists, that the community may not be put to incon- 
venience in procuring medicines, therefore permits are not to be 
issued in places where there is a registered pharmacist. A regu- 
lar form of application will be furnished, which must be signed 
by a reputable physician in the immediate neighborhood, stating 
that he believes such person or firm applying to be the proper 
parties to sell and dispense drugs and medicines under the re- 
strictions of the Board of Pharmacy. These permits allow the 
parties to sell without restriction all medicines required by physi- 
cians, provided such medicines and remedies are up to the stan- 
dard of strength and purity required by the pharmacy law ; pro- 
vided, they cannot sell any of the articles enumerated in Schedules 
A and B of the pharmacy law, except it be on the written pre- 
scription of a reputable physician.
